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Christie, Brown and Company Limited 
Biscuit Jars, Past and Present 



Exquisite Glass and Porcelain hold Memories of 
Victorian Tea Time and Elegant Afternoon Snacks 



More than 250 pieces of fine 
porcelain and glass with the unlikely 
designation of "biscuit -jar" will be 
on display at the Wei land Museum 
during September and October. 

From the world renowned collection of 
Christie, Brown and Company, Ltd., 
these beautiful antiques were once 
common place in the kitchen and 
pantries of late-l9th century homes. 
From famous glass and porcelain 
factories of France England and 
America, some hand painted, other 
decorated with precious metals, these 
containers were designed to hold 
crackers and sweet hi scuit to 
maintain taste and crispy freshness. 

England had gained a monopoly on the 
worldwide tea trade. The biscuit jar 
became a decorate object on the 
dining room sideboard and a useful 
one on the tea tray. People in all 
economic levels followed this social 
custom, to the best of their ability. 
The wide range of biscuit jar use is 
illustrated in the variety of 
examples from inexpensive to costly 
seen in this collection. 

During the Victorian period every 
pottery factory was producing such 
jars: Worchester, Adams, Wedgwood, 
Spode, Carleton, Doulton Pratt, Crown 
Devon to just name the most 
important . Wedgwood produced 
examples in the famous jasper ware 
with Greek mythology cameo and bas 
relief. Famous glass houses of Royal 
Flemish, Crown Milano and Nakara are 
here as well as amber, cranberry, 
mother of pearl satin and opal glass 
types . 




The colours , shapes and decorative 
beauty of these pieces bring back a 
certain nostalgia for the age when 
utility household items were created 
with craftsmanship and artful design.

Canal Guide Book 

Three important books on 
the Welland Shipping 
Canal are available at 
the museum bookstore. 

The Welland Canal: A 

Visitor's Guide, by Skip 
Gillham and Don Revell 
is published by Vanwell 
Publishing of St. 
Catharines. A 24-page 
magazine format booklet, 
this guide provides 
history, maps, photo- 
graphs and drawings 
describing all canal 
developments from 1820 
to the present. There is 
a chapter on the ships 
of the Canal , inter- 
national and Canadian, 
and an overview of the 
economic impact of the 
canal on the region. A 
good introduction and 
handy reference guide, 
it sells for $4.50. 

Vanwell also publishes 
The Four Welland Canals: 

A Journey of Discovery 
in St. Catharines and 
Thorold, by John N. 
Jackson. A journey of 
discovery along the 
present-day and histo- 
rical routes of the 
Welland Canal, the book 
focuses on the three 
themes of 1) the canal 
as part of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway 2 ) the 
historical resources of 
the old canal systems 
and 3 ) the urban 
developments related to 
the canal. This is a 
self-guided tour format 
with a series of 
instructional maps , 
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s available at museum shop 



diagrams and photo- 
graphs. The 76-page book 
costs $5.95. 

The largest and most 
thorough work to date on 
the entire canal was 
written by Roberta 
Styran and Rob Taylor in 
association with Dr. 
Jackson. The Welland 
Canals: The Growth of 
Mr. Merritt's Ditch, is 
published by Boston 
Mills Press, and is 
priced at $19.95. It is 
a complete a history, 
including footnotes, 
references and index, 
but it is written in an 
easy style and the book 



can be enjoyed for its 
illustrations as well as 
text. This 168— page 
s °ft— cover edition puts 
the building of the 
canals in their 
environmental, social 
and economic contexts , 
describing the per- 
sonalities and politics 
involved . 

For summer time visitors 
from out of town each of 
these books would make a 
nice Welland souvenir 
present, as well as help 
them understand the 
interesting and histo- 
rical landscape around 
us.
